A noted eastern porcelain per 
recently stopped over in Pasadena 
on his way home from three years 
apent in China, collecting spect- 
mens for a wealthy eastern clien- 
tele.

It is true that collectors of old 
Chinese porcelains are far better 
rewarded in their search in this 
country or in Europe, rather than 
in Chins itself. 

Mr. Johnson also has some un- 
excelled specimens of old cloisonne, 
the wiring of which is of purest 
gold. This ware did not originate 
in China, ae la generally supposed, 
but came to that country from 
Arabia and Constantinople about 
450 years ago. There are many 
specimens of rare bronzes, also, 
Mr. Johnson from 
China. Some of these date back 
eeveral thousand years before 
Christ and photegraphe of them 
may be seen in the most authentic 
books on the subject.

Under the new order, the lines

The Southern Pacific countered on 
this by building its Yaqui River 
branch and by grading a stretch 
in a narrow canyon between Na- 
cozari and Moctezuma, as well as 
in securing a concession to use 
the plaza at Nacozari as depot 
ground. But, according to Pres- 
ident Walter Douglas of the 
Phelps-Dodge Corporation, there 
would appear little probability of 
further rail extension in that lo- 
cality, as construction southward 
would be difficult and expensive. 
Another clash between the two 
lines wad when both speeded con- 
struction into the Coustland- 
Gleeson district at a time when 
much was expected from the 
mines of that locality.

“If the wire is not too long to 
be stretched out in a room it 
makes little difference whether it 
is actually inside or outside un- 
leas the walls contain a great deal 
of metal. such as steel or other 
metal conductors of electricity. In 
other words, one may shield an 
antenna from the radio waves by 
draining these waves off through 
other near-by electrical conductors, 
but an antenna cannot be insulat- 
from these waves.

“What about the loops that one 
sees with certain radio receivers?” 


THE Loor TYPE 
“The magnetic component re- 
ferred to is best received through 
this type of antenna. In the coil 
or loop type antenna no ground 
connection is used because the 
magetic component of the radio 
wave is not trying to pass down 
to earth. The loop antenna us- 
vally consists of several turns of 
wire wound on a square or circu- 
lar form, it makes little difference 
which.

“This directional effect of the 
loop antenna may be turned to ad- 
vantage for the elfinination of in- 
terfering stations if they occupy 
the right position whence the de- 
sired wave is coming. . This is only 
true when the interfering wave is 
traveling at right angles to the di- 
rection of travel of the desired 
wave,” 

“What is the advantage of the 
coll type of antenna?” 

“Coil antennas are quite handy 
in that they permit the receiver 
to he self-contained without any 
wires outside the case. They are 
much used im portable sets, per- 
mitting reception while in motion. 

“Two flexible wires, covered, 
with insulating material auch as 
lamp cord, ch about thirty feet 
in length. make a much more ef- 
ficient open type aerial,and these 
may be flung out on the ground or 
over bushes, one being connected 
to the antenna binding post and the 
other to the ground binding. post. 
Really excellent results may be 
obtained. These wires when wound 
up may be carried in the pocket. 
In the case of loop antenna cer- 
tain folding models also ure made,

heat, Barley and Oats Are 
in Poor Position 


Smaller Output May Benefit 
Farmer in Long Rum 


Growing Weather and Poli- 
tics Have Their Effect 


BY L. M. MAYNARD 
The report of crop conditions, 
as of June 16, indicates that the 
abnormal spring weather condi-- 
tions have had a decidedly adverse 
influence on crops in genéral. All 
crops for which reports have been 
made show prospective fields be- 
low those of a year ago, varying 
from a slight reduction in the es- 
timated size of the rye crop to 
very material ones in wheat, 
‘spring and winter. In comparison 
with the five-year average, the 
lower yields indicated are even 
more unfavorable.

High pri 
at the present time are of little 
benefit to the farmer. Most of 
last year’s crop has been market- 
ed and passed out of his hands. 
At this time of the year wheat re- 
maining on farms seldom exceeds 
60,000,000 bushels, and the aver- 
age would be close to 86,000,000. 
On this account the amount of ex- 
tra money which the farmer will 
receive in the next month or two 
through higher prices is practical-

“The situation in the other por- 
tions of the belt, however, is not 
80 ‘tory.

Since the advent of the radio, 
a number of amateur operators 
have been killed while putting up 
their aerials, or other wires, near 
poles carrying live electric wires. 

Valuable advice to the radio 
fans relative to the rigging up of 
their sets to prevent serious acci- 
dents ig given out in the following 
interview with F. 8. Hight, engi- 
neer in charge of operations of the 
Hilinois Power and Light Corpora- 


tion. 

The Illinois Power and Light 
Corporation is one of the big pow- 
er companies of the country, op- 
erating in five of the Central 
States, and is using eevry precau- 
tionary measure where the com- 

ny's properties are located, to 
nform radio enthusiasts about 
stringing their aerials to prevent 
loss of life. 

“Antennae, or any part of the 
game must not be attached to elec- 
tric lighting poles, or poles carry- 
ing wires at a greater potential 
than 220 volts. 

‘These wires must not be. in- 
stalled above any electric light or 
power wires, or nearer than three 
feet from them. 

The wires must not be installed 
below any electric light or power 
wires carrying more than 220 volts. 

“When being installed the wires 
must not be thrown over any wire 
of any kind, unless it is positive- 
ly known that this wire does not 
carry any voltage. 

-“Transmitting sete must not be 
connected to secondary lighting or 
power circuits to which any other 
customers are connected. A sepa- 
rate transformer must be set for 
any such connection to the radio 
apparatus. 

“Any transmitting or receiving 
set attached to a secondary cir- 
cult must be provided with a 
through and adequate ground 
which is not connected to a gas 

ipe. 

0 “Many accidents, some of them 
resulting in death,” Mr. Hight con- 
cludes, “can be averted if these 


few simple rules will be folowed.”

PARIS, June 21.—At all times 
Paris offers in its odd corners fas- 
cinating glimpses of a picturesque 

t. But the practical American 
is always asking: “What is that 
pile of stone worth in dollars and 


cents? 

ps it was this everlasting 
question that prompted the my- 
nicipal authorities to fix values. 
After a two-year struggle with th 
problem, officials have completed a 
detailed inventory of municipal 
property. 

It is a monumental work, Alling. 
several volumes, and includes pub- 
lic buildings. parks, gardens, 
rni- 
ture. 

For instance, the Hotel de Ville, 
the splendid modern building in 
the style of the French Renais- 
sance, adorned with statues of em- 
inent Frenchmen, which has been 
standing for half a century on the 
Rue de Rivoli, has been elfcted by 
the experts as the most valuable 
structure in Paris. It has been val- 
ued at approximately $20,000,000. 

The Hotel de Ville is the seat of 
the local government and corre- 
sponds to the City Hall of any 
American city. 

The Petit Palais, or Palais des 
Beaux Arts de la Ville de Paris, 
situated in the Champs Elysees 
near the Alexander III bridge over 
the Seine, contains the art collec- 
tions of the city, acquired either 
by purchase at the yearly salons 
or by donation. Its value is placed 
at nearly $1,000,000. It was 
erected for the Paris Exposition 
of 1900. 

The La Villette slaughter houses 
in the Eastern District, which have 
the fancy name of Abattoirse de la 
Villette, have been appraised at 
$2,000,000. 

The Halles Centrales. or Central 
Markets, a collection of ten iron 
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vilions at the end of the Rue du 
Pont Neuf, called by Zola “le ven- 


tre de Paris,’ have been computed 
to be worth $3,000,000. 
The Church of La Trinite in the 


Square of the same name, with 


its fountain figures of Faith, Hope 
and Charity, Which has been in a 
state of repair ever since I first 
came to Paris, is worth only 1300, 

The Parc Monceau, a charming 
little open epace of 217 acres to 
the north of the Champs Elysees. 
in which Woodrow Wilson walked 
daily during his memorable stay 
— has a cash value of 1.800, 
In addition, the city owns furni- 
ture and s of art worth 520, 
000,000.

The czar used frequently to call 
upon Prof. Morgenstiern to tell 
him the character of members of 
the court and of the foreign Am- 
nassadors, getting specimens of 
their handwriting for that pur- 
pose. He would depend upon Prof. 
Morxenstlern to advise him whom 
he should trust and whom suspect. 

The czar conferred many decor- 
ations upon him; some of which 
he still possesses, although the 
Bolsheviki stripped the royalists of 
thetr jewels. 

During the World War he ad- 
vised the czar that his life was in 
danger, that he must alter his 
course or he would end like Czar 
Alexander of Servia. He advised 
the czar to send the carina and 
the heir apparent to England. The 
ezar wrote him a letter thanking 
him for some good advice but tell- 
ing him political considerations 
would not permit him to send any 
members of the royal family out 
of Russia. 


ACCUSED OF PLOT 

Then came the fall, and the 
Bolsheviki. This letter from the 
Czar found when Prof. Mor- 
genstiern’s effects were searched 
and he was accused of plotting 
against the new government. The 
fact that it was written more 
than a year before the revolution 
was no alibi to the Bolsheviki. 


For nearly three years he was 
in a Bolshevist prison. His lands 
were confiscated: his palace was 
plundered; his library, one of the 
finest private collections in Rus- 
sia, was burned. 

I asked how it happened that 
the Bolsheviki did not shoot him 
or throw him into the Neva, 1s 
they did hundreds of other of 
the Russian churchmen and sci- 
entists. He said that fate pree 
served him. 

Stendah! told me he had heard 
from other Russians how he was 
preserved. His family is old and 
was very wealthy. His father 
had been one of those who es- 
poused the cause of the serfs and. 
later. the peasants. Prof. Morgen- 
stiern was noted for his philan- 
thropy, especially among the peas- 
ants. When he was in prison the 
peasants warned the olsheviki 
that if they killed him the peas- 
ants would cut the throate of ten 
Bolsheviki for every bis 


| 


head. He owed his life to what 
he had given away. 


AWAITED DEATH 

When d was dead and he 
awaited only death the prison 
gates one morning opened to him. 
He was met as he stepped outside 
by a member of what he called 
“the American Legation.” This 
was of course an un rep- 
resentative. 


From this American he received 
a sum of money and transporta- 
tion by way of Berlin, Paris and 
New York to Los Angeles. 

“l know nothing of how my re- 
lease was effected, he assured me. 
“Nothing of who furnished the 
money. Nothing of why Los An- 
meles was selected as my sanctu- 
ary. I know nothing stilt.” 

I preased him for further de- 
talls; and he said that the only 
possible clew he recet was 
when “my friend the noble visit- 
ed me in New York.” 

When I asked to what noble he 
referred, judging it to be a ref- 
erence to the aristocracy, he re- 
sponded in a tone of surprise. 
“My friend Nobel who has con- 
ferred so many pence rizes, and 
made so many other endowments.” 


PLAY OF KISMET 
He sald Nobel was in New York 
when he arrived, called upon him 
and congratulated him on his 
escape from the Bolsheviki, but 
spoke nothing of finances, or how 

his release was effected. 
“Nobel must have been in on 
the secret.” he confided to me 
“or he would not have known of 


my arrival in New York. I was 
there but two days.” 
As he spoke I seemed n to

At these times the 
operator must summpn her imag- 
ination and intuition, as well as 
her best vocal technic.”

The increasing use of 
Arwen vehicles on city streets has 
materially changed the require- 
ments for pavement surfaces.

QUEST IONS 


Question: I wish to use a good 
oll and carefully attend to lubri- 
cation of the car I am driving, a 
Velie 48 which has a Continental 
motor, and being very much inter- 
ested in your department take the 
opportunity of asking your advice. 
What oil do you recommend? 
shall soon buy a new car. Will the 
same oll be correct for it that you 
recommend for the Velie? Is there 
any materia) difference in the mile- 
age obtained from the various 
makes of gasoline? 

O. G. P., Huntington Park. 

Answer: The greatest difference 
in oils comes from the processes of 
refining and manufacture rather 
than from where the oil came. 
There are really superior cylinder 
olls produced from the crude pro- 
duct of every large oll field, wheth- 
er that field be Texas, Pennsy!- 
vwania. Ohio or California. The 
larger producers of refined oils are 
all striving to perfect their products 
and many of them are expending 
large sums of money annually in 
research work to improve cylinder 
lubricating oils. Many of the 
smaller refiners do produce good 
oils but they are nearly always be- 
hind the big companies. Much of 
the very poor oil\‘on the market 
comes from the small companies 
who so thoroughly recognize the 
inferior quality of their product that 
it is marketed without brand or 
label at a price so low as to attract 
the dealer whose only object is to 
make one big prefit. The automo- 
bile owner's safeguard in this mat- 
ter is the manufacturers name. 
Buy only olls which are sold by 
well-known refiners at their sta- 
tions or tn sealed tins: do not use 
thick (heavy) ofl on the ordinary 
engine. Be careful not to use the 
choker any more than absolutely 
necessary, drain the crankcase at 
least every thousand miles and do 
not take the word of the service 
station dealer as to the quality of 
probably he 
does not know any more about ol! 
than you do and what he tells you 
is probably a repetition of the 
statement of the salesman who sold 
him the oil. The manufacturer's 
name on the sealed package is your 
greatest safeguard. As to gasoline 
there are two general divisions, 
the straight distilled product and 
casing head or blended. The cas- 
ing head fuel is made up of wet 
natural gas compressed biended 
with a distilled blending of! somé- 
thing like kerosene. With this kind 
of gasoline, engines start easily but 
better mileage is obtained from the 
fuel produced entirely by distilla- 
tion. Practically all of the gasoline 
sold inside of the city is up to the 
required standard. 


Q.: Iam having a great deal of 
trouble with oll from the differen- 
tials of my Ford munning out 
through the brake drums and get- 
ting on the rear wheels and tires. 
I have had new felt washers put in 
but that stops it for a day or two 
only. What is the cause and how 


Jean it be permanently stopped? 


M. J. M.. Reno street. 

A.: There are several reasons 
for oil running out of the rear axle 
onto the wheels. There may be 
too much oil in the differential 
case. Fill no higher than to a 
point where a finger inserted 
through the filling hole can touch 
the oll. This is about an inch be- 
low the hole. If the axles are 
kinked they will destroy the felt 
washers and permit a leak. This 
condition can be found by jacking 
up the rear wheels and running 
them. If they wabble the axles 
are bent. Put in new axle shafts. 
While the wheels are jacked up 
grasp the wheel and see if it can 
be lifted up and down. If there 
is motion it indicates that the bear- 
ings are worn. This causes leak- 
age by tearing out the washers. 
Replace the sleeves, roller bearings 
and all worn parts. It all parts 
are in good order and the oil level 
correct there will be no leakage. 


Q.: I drive a Dodge, 1920, and 
it sputters and shoots in the muf- 
fier whenever the car coasts down 
a little grade with the spark on 
and the throttle closed. The igni- 
tion is good and the car pulls 
strong and runs well at other 
times. What is the cause? 

C. L. X., Vendome street. 

A.: Your trouble is caused by 
worn intake valve stems and 
guides. Ream the guides and put 
in valves with oversize stems. 
While doing the job I would rec- 
ommend all new valves. 


q.: I drive a 1917 Hudson 
which has just been thoroughly 
overhauled. / The engine turns 
“smoothly but it does not have as 


much power as it did before it 


was taken down. The engine gets 
hotter than it used to and the ex- 
haust sounds much louder.

PRACTICE AND STUDY

AUNT DOLLY’S 
COOKING CORNER 


SPINACH GREENS 

Two pounds spinach, one tea- 
spoonful salt, one teaspoonful but- 
ter, teaspoonful pepper. 

Wash spinach in warm water 
first. Then wash through three or 
four waters, picking each head 
over carefully and cutting the roots 
to loosen leaves after washing. 

Shake out each handful of spin- 
ach as it is cleaned, but do not 
drain. Put in a ttle with a tight- 
fitting cover and k half an hour. 
Spinach cooked in this way with- 
out any water except what clings 
to the leaves always is a dark, rich 
green and very tender. All the 
juices of the vegetable are pre- 
serv and not cooked out into a 
lot of water that must be drained 


When the spinach is tender re- 
move the cover and cook down the 
juice, if there is any, or drain 
through a wire sieve. Season with 
salt, pepper and butter and chop. 
You may either serve it 
chopped fine with slices of hard- 
bofled egg on top or square# of hot 
buttered toast, fried to a crisp 
brown. If this does not appeal, 
serve it cold as a salad with French 
dressing and cubes of vegetables, 
or even as a breakfast 
which is unusually good. 
Prepare spinach, as in the pre- 
ceeding recipe, without draining. 
Put on hot buttered toast and drop 
a poached egg on each portion. 
Sprinkle each egg with salt and 
paprika and dot with butter. 


COCOANTUT SALAD 


One-half fresh cocoanut, two 
sour apples, one cupful celery, two 
small onions, two sweet peppers, 
one tablespoonful minced parsley, 
French dressing.

ILLIONS are starving their nerves 
while overeating. The soil is starved 
by lack of the mineral elements, the prod- 
ucts of the soil are thus deprived of much 
of their most important nutritive qualities, 
and are then further emasculated by proc 
essing, such as the bolting of flour, and fur- 
ther by wasteful and unwholesome cooking. 
Thus one has to overburden the digestive 
organs with a great surplus of food in order 
to get the necessary amount of organic 
salts—and then does not get them.

down. It is the cause of diseases like beri- 
beri and leprosy. As I have said, it is one 
of the most important questions affecting 
mankind, yet how few think about it, or 
indeed know anything about it.

One of the 
great defects of our system of law is that 
deaths due to preventable causes in any 
profit-making business are not criminal 
offenses.

If all the centenarians in the world 
could be polled doubtless it would be found 
that most of them had had their full share 
of ailments. 


Human beings reach the hundred mark 
by keeping the physical machine in gener- 
ally good condition. A cold or an attack of 
indigestion should mean no more to the 
human motor than poor compression or 
bad carbureter adjustment means to the 
automobile motor. Those faults send the 
car to the shop for a day or two, but they 
do not send it to the scrap heap if they are 
attended to promptly and if the experience 
prevents them from recurring. The differ- 
ence between the human body and the mot- 
orcar is that you cannot trade in the human 
body and buy a new one. If that were 
true of the motor car there would be less 
neglect of lubrication, fewer failures to fill 
the radiator and less sharp turning of cor- 
ners.

“You have heard a great deal about vit- 
mines during the last few years and quite 
a number of books have been published on 
the subject. Although very little is known 
about their chemical composition, they have 
been proclaimed as indispensable ingredi- 
ents of the foods we eat. They are sup- 
posed to be composed of four elements, 
carbon, hydrogen and nitrogen and in that 
respect resemble the enzymes which are 

essential in the chemical and physi- 
processes of the human body. 


“Like all new discoveries in the field of 
biological science, the vitamine theory has 
been commercially exploited by unscrup- 
ulous manufacturers of food and drugs. 
Numerous artificial preparations are adver- 
tised as containing vitamines in spite of 
the fact that no chemist was able to isolate 
the different vitamines, which would in- 
volve the destruction of the very life prin- 
ciple itself. 

“We cannot extract vitamines and pre- 
sent them in a separate form as body- 
building material, any more than we can 
dissolve an apple into its different ele- 
ments and try to live on them separate- 
ly. Vitamines are active only when they 
exist in combination with other elements in 
natural foods. 

“The vitamines themselves supply the 
body with neither energy nor tissue-build- 
ing substances; they enable the body to 
utilize the energy-producing components 
of our foods, and regulate the assimilation 
of the tissue-building elements if offered in 
organic form. The vitamines, to be sure, 
indispensable in the process of nutrition 
d growth in the vegetable, as well as in 
the animal kingdom. But far more impor- 
tant than the vitamines are the mineral 
elements or organic salts in our food, es 
pecially in their relation to each other 
in the normal growth of the body, and in 
the performance of the various physiologi- 
cal functions of the organism. 

“After all it is reasonable to assume 
that mature has built the vitamines, first 
of ali, for the growth and perpetuation of

Austraiorps in Southern California 


The breed that has become quite gener- 
ally recognized in both England and Aus- 
tralia as “Australorps” is simply the Black 
Orpington. It takes its name from the fact 
that the Australian breeders, by intelligent 
breeding and selection along good perform- 
ance lines, have evolved a strain of Black 
Orpingtons of exceptional fecund character- 
istics. In other words they have been emi- 
nently successful in “breeding uj, a race of 
Black Orpington which in egg production 
ranks with the best of any other breed, not 
even excepting the ever popular and pro- 
ductive White Leghorn. This is certainly 
an achievement of economic significance, 
for here we have a breed that in a great 
producer of eggs and which at the same 
time possesses advantages as u good table 
It again demonstrates that all breeds 
are good in the hands of good breedens. 
The exportation of breeding stock from 
California to Australia has been more or 
leas in evidence during the past two or 
three decades; some of the high-producing 

Leghorns have also 


has not developed rapidly. But the Austra- 
lorp has at last been introduced te a South- 
ern California landscape by Mr., P. God- 
dard, a breeder and fancier of In 
describing his importation Mr. Goddard 
writes of it as follows: 

“The Austalian Black Orpingtons (Austra- 
lorps) from C. B. Bertelsmeier of South 
Australia have certainly pleased me, the 
cockerel, a son of the world’s record hen, be- 
ing especially admired. His mother laid 339 
three defective shelled 
eggs, (she laid these three eggs during the 
last week of contest, upset by being moved) 


in 365 days at the 1922-'23 Geelong contest. 
This record has since been tied by a New 
Zealand Australorp hen with 342 eggs to her 
credit at the Papanmui contest. The two 


hens imported with this cockerel have 
records of 262 and 242 eggs at the Geelong 
egg-laying contest. These hens were picked 
as breeders rather than for their records, 
which are ordinary for Australorps; they are 
backed, however, by 200-egg and better 
breeding, hence their blood should ‘nick’ 
with the cpckerels. Mr. Bertelsmeier has 
several blood limes not too closely related, 
bred in line and single tested (trap nested) 
for twenty-two years with wonderful suc- 
cess. 

“The year 192223 was a very successful 
one for Australorps. In addition to the two 
342-egg record z. Mr. Christi's pen of six 
birds set up a world’s pen record with an 
average 309 1-2 eggs per bird in the Gee- 

contest. At this contest (1922-'23) 
(486 birds) each laid over 250 eggs and 
seventeen passed the coveted 300-egg mark. 
In the Bendigo con’ st (the same year) 633 
birds averaged each. These 
figures are for all breeds. I have not the 
separate figures for Australorps before me, 
but they would rum higher. 

“My birds were six weeks coming from 
Adelaide to Los Angeles, owing to a delay 
at Sydney. Nothing but wheat and water 
all this time, and molting a feather at a 
time as their seasons are the reverse of 
ours, yet I harvested my first egg within 
twelve hours of arrival. My cockerel 
weighs seven pounds and hens about five 
and one-half pounds each. No doubt the 
breed is due for a boom in America, for 
while (as far as I can learn) | have im- 
ported the first, the American mail of sev- 
eral leading Australian breeders contains 


many inquiries from this country. Obvious- 
ly, it is important for those interested in 
this new strain of fowl from the Antipodes, 
that they secure birds of recognized per- 
formances and from responsible breeders.” 


While discussing Australorps, it will not 
be amiss to quote what some of the Aus- 
tralian oreeders are doing and practicing. 
J. P. Drecoitt of New Zealand whose Austra- 
lorp hen holds the world's record of 342 
eges in 365 days. made at Papanui, New 
Zealand, in the 1922-23 competition says, 
concerning the rearing and care of Black 
Orpingtons in Australia: “I just start them 
off on day-old chick food. Always feed 
chicks little and often, and when old 
make them scratch for their food. I don't 
like rolled oats, as it makes them a bit pasty 
behind. The day-old chick food should con- 
sist chiefly of finely-ground oats. The second 
week give them No. 2 chich „containing 
50 per cent ground oats, as oats are bone 
makers. Never feed chicks for a period of 
more than six or seven weeks on any chick 
food, as most of them are too forcing. I 
just give them whole grains after the sev- 
enth week. When they are three months 
old it is plenty early enough to start to 
give them mash. Never let them lay under 
six months, otherwise the birds will be 
small and likewise the eggs. | wean my 
chicks from heat always under three weeks 
and put them in the weaning pens, and they 
have free range from this time onward.” 


“Recognizing that the climate of Australia 
and Southern California are much alike and 
that poultry culture is conducted nearly 
along the same lines in both lands, we hope 
to learn that Mr. Goodard’s Australorps are 
rendering performances equaling those 
achieved by the breed in Australia.

When well 
cleaned and rinsed in pure water, cut up and 
cooled, the pieces should be wiped dry, ac- 
cording to the Home Canning Journal, 
packed into a hot sterilized jar with 
level teaspoons of salt, but no water. Semi- 
real and process in the hot water bath for 
three hours, counting time when the dial 
hand points to ten and process at twelve to 
fifteen pounds pressure for one hour. When 
the time is up, remove the jars, seal tightly 
and cool as quickly as possible by laying 
the jars on the side to expose as much of 
the surface as possible. Do not let the 
jars touch. When cooled, store in a dry 
place with good circulation, in a temperature 
ranging 50 to 60 degrees.

Plague Under Control 


EDERAL authorities in charge of the 

foot-and-mouth disease situation in 
California continue to release additional 
territory from close quarantine and to 
“ease up” on various restrictions imposed 
upon the public In their effort to gain a 
quick and effective control of the plague. 
In Southern California, although certain 
quarantine regulations are still wisely kept 
in force r areas of potential danger, 
“onerous travel and Shipping restrictions 
have been almost entirely removed. Bar- 
ring unexpected outbreaks in new areas, it 
is apparent that the scourge, now well in 
hand, will soon have disappeared, and it is 
consequently mst reassuring to hear re- 
ports from various agencies that have been 
identified with control work minimizing 
previously published accounts of the total 
damage done by the stock plague. The 
damage to the State’s business has been 
more of a psychological than a material 
nature, it appears, while the actual loss to 
California agriculture as a whole has been 
less than that caused almost every year by 
frosts, untimely rains or drought conditions. 
The live stock industry, it is true, has suf- 
fered severely in some parts of the State, 
but at that the total monetary low is de- 
clared to have been under $4,000,000, as 
against an estimated valuation of over 
$160,000,000 for the endangered stock that 
has been left untouched. California is not 
minimizing the menace of such a scourge 
as that which its agriculture and business 
have just passed through, but at the same 
time there is no occasion to pull a long face 
over the situation. The State may well 
find cause for optimism in the fact that the 
plague has not been worse or more wide 
spread and that it is now practically done 
away with. 


Interesting Comparisons 


HILE it is generally known that crop 

yields average larger in Europe than 
in the United States, exact information as 
to Europe's advantage in this respect has 
hitherto been lacking. This is now sup- 
plied by the United States Department of 
Agriculture in a study comparing crop 
yields per acre and also productivity. per 
man in the United States and in a number 
of Buropean countries. The study is based 
on pre-war conditions. It is shown that 
Europe's superior productivity per acre is 
more than offset by the superiority of the 
United States in productivity per man. One 
cause of this situation is apparently the 
fact that in the past the abundance of land 
and the relative scarcity of labor in this 
country have made it more important to 
economize labor than land. As the post- 


tion changes with the growth of population 


and increased pressure on land resources, 
there will have to be more emphasis in 
this country on productivity per acre, says 

the department. It presents the figures 

showing what Europe has achieved in this 
direction, not necessarily to indicate. that 

our performance has hitherto been unsat- 
istactory, taking into account all the cir. 
cumstances, but simply to suggest what the 
possibilities are for increased productivity 
per acre when economic conditions justify 
the additional expense of increasing the 
acreage return.

ABSORPTI 


ON OF FOOD BY PLANTS 
AND ITS RELATION TO FERTILITY 


LL plant growth depends upon the tak- 
A ing in or building up of tissue from 
food material. The faster the intake 
and use, the more rapid the growth. Fruit 
and seed production depend largely upon a 
surplus of certain food materials in the 
plant, both for the formation of the fruit 
buds which precede them and for the de- 
velopment of the products to maximum size 
or quality. Therefore, a wider knowledge 
of the factors which insure a suitable 
amount of food being present in the plant 
has a bearing upon the intelligent handling 
of plants. 
The subject is divided into two parts, 
one dealing with the absorption of food 
elements into the plant, the other with the 


ments are of use to the plant. Only the 
first of these two divisions will be dis- 
cussed here. 

Food materials may enter into the plant, 
dissolved in water from the soil, and as 
gases from the air. Solids, such as the ani- 
mal world uses in such abundance, are of 
no use to the plant until its own or some 
other force has changed them to a soluble 
form or to a gas. In soluble form, food en- 
ters through the roots and in a gaseous 
state it enters through the roots or upper 
parts, mainly the leaves. 

Let us first consider the possibility that 
material enters the plant as gas. There 
are several gases in the atmosphere, nota- 
bly nitrogen, which makes up about 80 per 
cent of ordinary air, hydrogen, oxygen and 
carbon dioxide (a combination of oxygea 
and carbon.) Since nitrogen is one of the 
elements in greatest demand by plants and 
also most likely to be deficient in soils, the 
process of fertilization would be simplified 
if this tremendous supply of nitrogen gas in 
the air could be drawn upon by plants. It 
has been shown, however, that with the ex- 
ception of a few bacteria other low 
forms of plant life, the not use 
this nitrogen as a gas. of 
the air that are utilized in ¢onsiderable 
quantity are oxygen, just as it is used by 
the animal body, in respiration, and carbon 
dioxide. Most persons do not realize that 
plants breathe, and that if they can not 
have access to pure air they will die as 
quickly as an animal. 

The one important difference between 
the respiration of the animal and the plant 
lies in the fact that the latter has no lungs 
and that consequently respiration goes on 


in every living cell. The object of respira-

tion in the plant is to release energy, main- 
ly for growth. Sugar is usually the ma- 
terial oxidized or burned, and the energy 
released is not in the form of heat or mo- 
tion as in the animal body, but is used in 
growth and other vital processes. The up- 
per part of the plant is not likely to be in- 
jured by lack of oxygen, but the root sys- 
tem is also living and demands free oxygen 
Hard and impervious water-logged soils 
will cause the roots to suffer from lack of 
oxygen and limit their spread and growth. 

Carbon dioxide is the only source of car- 
bon, which is a constituent of all the sub- 
stances that make up the plant, and it forms 
the largest part by weight of any of the el- 
ements in plants. The air contains only 
about three parts in ten thousand of carbon 
dioxide, or three hundredths of one per 
cent, but the processes of decay, combus- 
tion, respiration and fermentation of or- 
ganic material are all returning carbon di- 
oxide to the air, so that ſu spite of the small 
supply and the tremendous demand made by 
growing plants, the percentage in the air 
remains practically constant. In a few 
cases, plants grown in a green house have 
responded by increased growth to added 
quantities of carbon dioxide, but under prac 
tical field conditions, the supply is ample. 


THE ROOT SYSTEM 


It can easily be seen that the gases which 
are taken in by plants are not likely, under 
ordinary conditions, to be limiting factors 
in their growth. All other substances used 


by the plant must come into the plant 
through-the root system. Water, nitrogen, 
phosphorus, and several other mineral ele- 
ments enter this way. Nature has wisely 
developed the root system so that it is 
adapted for absorption. It not only branches 
and rebranches uatil a fine net work of 
fibrous roots fills the soil within a large 
radius of the plant, but the smallest of these 
roots are provided with many delicate, fine 
root-hairs, fragile and easily destroyed, but 
so constructed that a large percentage of 
the soil solution enters the root through 
them. They occur just back of the growing 
tip of the root, and radiate in large num- 
bers to a short distance from the larger 
root. As the root grows older, they per- 
ish and the larger roots then serve mainly 
for conductive purposes. The importance 
of the root hairs and their delicate con-

falfa pasture, low overhead costs, strong 
markets (de d exceeding supply) the 
feasibility ucing two litters per year 
provide th ideal condition for the produc- 
tion of swine in California. The feeding 
of grain and other products, forages, fruits 
of low quality. and by-products of various 
sorts to swine increase the cash value of 
these products. In addition, fertility is re- 
turned to the land where it belongs, which 
is an important factor if we are to main- 
tain a permanent agriculture. 


SOME FEED FACTS 


Facts concerning the feeding of such 
common feeds as barley, skim milk and al 
faifa are of interest. The California Er- 
periment Station has found that rolled or 
ground barley, if fed alone in dry lot te 
fattening pigs, can be marketed in the 
form of pork at a cash value of $1.42 per 
hundred pounds, if the live hog sells for 
$8.00 per 100 pounds. The records indicate 
that 562.3 pounds of barley was fed for 
every 100 pounds of gain produced by 
these hogs. This barley, when figured in 
terms of pork produced, was worth $1.42 per 
hundred when fed to pigs that sold for $8.00 
per hundred. The manure from these feeds 
represents an additional profit, not in dol- 
lars and cents, but in the increased efficien- 
cy of the farm on which the hogs were pro- 
duced, fattened, and marketed. 


Barley when fed alone does not consti- 
tute a balanced fattening ration, nor does 
the man who feeds straight bariey get as 
much for that barley in the form of pork | 
as the producer who feeds some nitrogen- 
ous concentrate with it. The California Ex- 
periment Station recently fed a lot of ten 
pigs barley and skim milk and 100 pounds 
of gain was produced by these pigs on 280. 
48 pounds of barley and 841.45 pounds of 
skim milk. If they sold for $8.00 per 100 
pounds and if the skim milk is figured at 
30c per 100 pounds, the barley that was 
fed to these pigs had a cash value repre- 
sented in pounds of pork of $1.95 per hun- 
dred. Comparing the results of this test 
to that in which barley was fed alone, the 
balancing of this ration by feeding skim 
milk with barley provided an added cash 
value of 53c per hundred for every 100 
pounds of barley fed. 

To illustrate the feeding of hogs on pas- 
ture, the results of several experiments at 
the University Farm are presented. Forty- 
eight pigs were fed at different times 
ground or rolled barley on alfalfa pasture. 
When 20 pigs were fed on each acre for a 
period of 84 days, 1864.8 pounds of pork 
was produced; barley was fed in addition 
to pasture. The amount of barley fed per 
100 pounds of gain produced in this test, 
was 433.5, the barley required to produce 
100 pounds of gain being 128.8 pounds less 
when fed with alfalfa pasture than when the 
hogs were fed in dry lot. This acre of al- 
falfa saved 2401.86 pounds of barley in 84 
days. If this barley had a cash feeding 
value of $1.42 per hundred pounds, the pas- 
ture value of that acre of alfalfa, in terms 
of barley saved, was $34.11. It is a con- 
servative estimate that it ig possible to 
pasture alfalfa for at least 220 days per 
year in this State. The value of an acre 
of alfalfa when pastured by fattening hogs 
is worth in this instance considerably over 
$75 per year. 

Experiments conducted at this and other 
stations, indicate that the following are all 
important factors in economical pork pro- 
duction on any farm: 

Common-sense methods of handling our 
grain and other products add profit. 

The feeding of a balanced ration and the 
proper use of pasture crops yield addition- 
al returns. 

The use of pure-bred sires and the selec- 
tion of brood sows that will produce and 
raise litters and the building up of the herd 
by proper selection increase production. 

A knowledge of market requirements and 
values and the returning of fertility to the 
land where it belongs makes for efficiency. 

Pure-bred herds of Duroc Jerseys, Poland 
Chinas, Berkshires, Hampshires, Ghester 
Whites, Tamworths, and a few Essex and 
large Yorkshires are to be found on Call- 
fornia farms. Three and nine-tenths per 
cent of the hogs in the State are pure-bred, 
Pure-bred nogs sell for relatively higher 
prices than do grades and scrubs. A bet- 
ter understanding and an appreciation of 
the value of pure-bred swine over grades, 
because of the superior ability of the former 
to handle feed more economically and be 
cause of their additional market value, will 
help materially in the development of pork 
production in thig State to a point where 
the supply will meet the demands of the 
consuming public.

The United 
States Department of Agriculture employs 
a few thousand men in plant work at Wash- 


throughout the United States. There are 
several hundred men engaged in horticul- 
tural work alone. The California State De- 
partment of Agriculture, especially in its 
quarantine and fruit-inspection service, is 
employing more and more young men who 
have a good knowledge of horticulture. 
Other things being equal, the horticultural 
graduate usually has the advantage, and 
his promotion in the service is more cer. 
tain. Men can always step out of any of 
these professions into orchard practice 
work. In fact, in traveling around they 
often find excellent opportunities for going 
into business. The prestige of their of- 
ficial position helps greatly to secure many 
coveted positions as foremen or superin- 
tendents. Often they take a position at a 
moderate salary but with the understand- 
ing that they are to acquire an interest in 
the business. 

Whether they acquire financial interest 
in the business or not, if they make good, 
they can often capitalize their knowledge 
and especially their character and ability, 
by purchasing land with little or no back- 
ing. There are many good opportunities for 
men who are willing to work hard for a 
few years for wages until they have estab- 
lished a reputation for being reliable in the 
eyes of an employer. Many an employer, 
who, for some reason, may wish to relin- 
quish the burden of management of his 
ranch, would be very glad to lease his prop- 
erty to some young, vigorous man whom he 
might have confidence in. This is another 
way a young man may capitalize his char- 
acter. 

If a young man will exercise some care in 
picking his employer, more opportunities of 
this kind can be found throughout the State 
than in any other field open to horticultur- 
al graduates. However, opportunities such 
as these are not open to the man who thinks 
he should start at the top rather than at 
the bottom of his profession.

SANTA BARBARA.—A year's active op 
eration of the Santa Barbara County Cow 
Testing Association has resulted in the 
elimination of sixty cows from the 636 un- 
der test, according to the first annual re- 
port of the association recently filed here 
by Santa Barbara County Farm Adviser, 
D. T. Batchelder. It shows that the 636 
cows yielded 3,980,327 pounds of milk, con- 
taining 154,222.9 pounds of butter fat dur- 
ing the year, an average of 242.4 pounds 
of fat per cow. Thirty-five of the cows 
produced in excess of 400 pounds of but- 
ter fat, while 372 fell below 250 pounds in 
butter fat production. The highest produc 
ing herd in the county belongs to P. Duc- 
lini of Guadaloupe, in Santa Maria Valley. 
This herd produced an average of 9312 
pounds of milk per month as against the 
association average of 6258 pounds. The 
butter fat average in this herd was 365.6 
pounds, or in excess of 100 pounds above 
the association average.

CENTRO.—In the butter contest 
conducted by the United States De 
partment of Agriculture May 16, in 

which ten States and the province of Brit- 
ish Columbia participated, the Imperial 
Valley Milk Producers’ Association butter 
stood second highest among the entries, 
scoring only half a point below the prize 
winner according to reports recently re 
ceived here. Samples from 93 creameries 
were entered in the contest. The judges 
made the following comment: No. 93, (the 
local product,.) came from a point over 1000 
miles away and a place reputed as being 
one of the hottest places in the United 
States; and after four days in route, it 
showed up as solid as a brick, scoring per- 
fect in texture. This sample was carefully 
packed, showing that the buttermaker 
realized the importance of careful packing 
on the quality of the sample.” 


STOP CHICKEN THIEVING 


RIVERSIDE.—Poultrymen of this dis- 
trict, through the offering of $1000 in re 
wards for the arrest and conviction 
chicken thieves, have practically stopped 
chicken thieving in the county. Before of- 
féring the reward, the poultrymen suffered 
severe losses, chickens being sto by the 
hundreds from local yards. The reward 
was provided through the co-operation of 
the poultry committee of the local Cham- 
ber of Commerce and the poultry depart- 
ment of the Riverside County Farm Bureau.

CALIFORNIA FRUIT POPULAR 


REDLANDS.—California oranges are 
liked better in New York than any other 
citrus fruit, according to a survey of that 
market made by Charles F. Junod for the 
Bank of America of New York. He found 
that the consumption of California oranges 
in that market exceeded that of Florida 
oranges by 40 per cent. He also found that in 
one year, the increase in consumption of 
oranges in that city was almost 4000 cars. 
He believes that a large part of the growth 
of the consumption of oranges has been 
due to the advertising campaign carried on 
to show people the necessity of the free 
use of such a fresh fruit in the winter 
months. He also believes that part of it 
is due to the standardization of packing. 
In 1923, according to the survey, the New 
York market received 12,000 carloads of 


California's citrus fruit. 


EXPERT TO LEAVE 

MELOLAND.—Prof. L. G. Goar, who has 
had charge of the University of California 
Experimental Station here since 1919, has 
been forced to resign owing to ill health.

POMONA.—Under the chairmanship of C. 
W. Norton, the Pomona Valley Poultry As- 
sociation recently held a picnic and meet- 
ing at Ganesha Park where the welfare, 
feeding and care of poultry was discussed 
in several timely talks.

SALES PLAN SUCCESSFUL 


PHOENIX (Arts.) — The Arizona Pima 
Cotton Growers’ Association recently 
cleaned up last season's business by mail 
ing checks for $300,000 to its members. It 
is declared that cooperative marketing of 
cotton has proved economical and effective. 
The total expense of handling co-operative- 
ly has been slightly in excess of $5 a bale 
as compared with $10.34 last year, accord- 
ing to the association’s reports. The av- 
erage price received for Pima cotton of all 
grades, with exception of No. 5, was nearly 
36 cents a pound, f. o. b. Phoenix. For short 
staple, the average price received was 31 
cents a pound. The association is said to 
be well financed for the current season and 
will pursue its plans for the regular market- 
ing of cotton through a series of months. 


BERRIES ARE PROFITABLE 


LINDSAY.—From an acre and a half of 
berries now 2 years old, S. H. Ferguson and 
his son, W. 8. Ferguson report a return 
of $1800 for their 1924 crop. The berries are 
set in a plum orchard on their ten-acre 
ranch southwest of this city. Last year 
Mr. Ferguson took $700 worth of loganber- 
ries from the young vines, developing an 
excellent local market and near-by cities by 
establishing a guaranteed pack. Pickers 
were instructed to pick only berries which 
they themselves would Hke to buy.

DESIGN NEW TOOLS 


A progress report from the inter-county 
committee appointed last winter to 
study the question of improved tools for 
use by walnut growers presented at the 
recent annual meeting of the Inter-County 
Walnut Growers’ Department of the Farm 
Bureau indicates that substantial progress 
has already been made. The committee has 
given special attention to pruning tools and 
has concentrated on two types of hand 
saws which are believed to be very much 
better than those now in general use and 
one type of improved pole saw.

herd of the A. W. Morris and Sons Corpora- 
tion, has produced 1072.08 
pounds butter from 22.4858 pounds 
milk, and is bred to qualify for 
a 305<day record of 972.04 pounds butter 
from 20,589.1 pounds milk, her records for 
both periods being reported as new world’s 
records in Subdivision B. 


The performance of this great cow on two 
milkings per day is of commanding interest 
in view of the widespread but quite erron- 
eous ideas that prevail among breeders and 
dairymen as to the supposedly abnormal 

forced conditions which prevail in mak- 

production records on three and four- 
time milkings. Last year this cow as a 
6-year-old made 1,303.83 pounds butter from 
26,938.5 pounds of milk on four and three- 
time milkings. This year she made the rec- 
ords above noted as a 7-year-old on two- 
time milkings. 


It will be noted that on twotime milk- 
ings, Aralia DeKol Mead 2d produced 231.- 
75 pounds less of butter and 4,452.7 pounds 
less of milk than she did on four and three- 
time milkings, which in terms of percentage 
amounts to approximately 17 1-2 per cent 
less butter and 16 1-2 per cent less milk. 
Offhand it would appear that the record 
made on two-time milkings was the more 
economical. It is doubtful if a better oppor- 
tunity has ever been presented for a re- 
liable comparison of two records made by 
the same cow, as these were made during 
two successive years, she carried a calf for 
approximately the same time each year, 
and other conditions were approximately 
equal. Yet on four and three-time milk- 
ings she produced approximately only 200 
pounds of butter fat more than she did on 
two-time milkings. 


At average prices this meant an added 
income of $100. Assuming that one milk- 
er could handle twenty such cows on two- 
time milkings, and that two milkers could 
handle ten such cows on four and three 
time milkings, the expense of the extra 
man would yield a return of 4000 pounds of 
butter fat annually from twenty such cows, 
or about $2000 in money. That would seem 
to be mildly profitable. But nobody ever 
had 20 such cows as Aralia DeKol Mead 2d 
in any herd at any one time and the com- 
parison of these two records of hers would 
Madicate that the results do not warrant the 
expense of milking the average test cow 
four times per day. The additional milk- 
ings of average cows would not pay them- 
selves from the extra yield of butter fat, 
and when it comes to adding value to the 
offspring, a difference of 40 to 70 pounds

Relaxation of dairy inspection, made nec- 
essary by the presence of the foot-and- 
mouth disease, has led to an unusual number 
of complaints being received by the State 
Department of Agriculture, of insanitary 
dairies and unsavory milk products. Like- 
wise complaints of farmers regarding their 
tests and the results of analysis of samples 
which have been sent to the laboratory in- 
dicate a general relaxation from the strict 
observance of standards which have meant 
so much to the advance of the industry in 
the past few years. An effort is being made 
to take care of all specific complaints as 
soon as possible, the department announc- 
es. It is hoped the release of certain dis- 
tricts, previously upder close quarantine, 
will allow some of the dairy inspectors to 
give attention to their regular duties. 


Now that many dairy districts which 
have been infected with foot-and-mouth dis- 
ease are practically free from the scourge, 
it will be only a short time until steps will 
be taken to restock the dairies “hit” by 
the plague. What kind of cows are the 
owners going to purchase to replace their 
condemned herds? While some of the 
herds that have been destroyed were of 
such outstanding value that it will be al- 


most impossible to replace them, many of

outside the State, which will seek entrance 
after the quarantine is lifted. No tuberce- 
lar or low-producing stock should be al 
lowed to come into the State under any 
condition. In the absence of laws, ordi- 
nances or examining committees to prop- 
erly pass on importations of live stock, 
steps should be taken immediately by lead 
ers of the live-stock tndustry to fully safe- 
guard the section’s interests and keep out 
such animals as would become a liability in- 
stead of an asset to California. 


One method of raising the standard of 
quality in egg production is to use only those 
hens in the breeding yard that lay a standard 
extra egg. It all eggs set are up to weight 
the chances are that a large percentage of 
the pullets hatched will be layers of extras 
the next season. 


An unlimited quantity of green feeds on 
hand throughout the year will go a long 
way toward making a high average egg 
production in the flock that is bred for such 
performance. If the hen is not bred up for 
high production, she can hardly be ex- 


Dairymen in areas affected by the foot- 
and-mouth disease who are now laying plans 
to restock their farms and ranches should 
take every precaution to secure tubercular- 
free live stock. Insist on clean animals, 
and buy from reputable sources where a 
guarantee is freely given with each and 
every animal purchased. Capital invested 
in reactors or “boarder” cows is generally 
money thrown away. 


The problem of calf feeding is one that 
confronts all dairymen. Here is a method 
advocated by Carnation Stock Farms, Seat- 
tle, Wash., that might well be followed 
by others who are having difficulty in get- 
ting the calf started right. It is better to 
feed a calf four times a day and only a lit- 
tle at a time, than to feed twice a day and 
feed too much. Whole oats or whole oats 
and bran rubbed on the calt's nose after 
it finishes drinking milk will start it eat- 
ing grain. Every calf should be given 
fifteen pounds of whole milk three times 
daily until it is three weeks old and then 
twenty pounds until it is a month old. 
Start feeding skim milk at the rate of fif- 
teen pounds and increase to twenty-four 
pounds when the calf is six to eight weeks 
old. A calf should 2 two pounds daily 
for the first four m 8.

national forests, and land devoted to the 
production of hay and forage crops. Beef 
cattle are raised on much of this 
land. At the present time California 
has a beef cattle population of 
about 1,220,000 as compared with 
1,546,000 in 1910. In 1870, California had 
for each human inhabitant in the State 
1.91 beef cattle. Today she raises but .37 
of a beef per person. The curves for the 
human population and the beef cattle popu- 
lation run in opposite directions. 


There are several reasons for this. First, 
much of the better part of the grazing land 
is now under cultivation; second, the 
grazing lands have been overstocked and 
their carrying capacity lowered; third, the 
quality of our cattie in some sections, ac- 
cording to some California cattlemen, has 
actually gone downhill, and fourth, the 
marketing of younger cattle has not taken 
root as rapidly as it might. This means 
that California might very profitably in- 
crease the quality of her cattle and in- 
crease the carrying capacity of her ranges 
and that grain or hay might be fed to more 
cattle or at least that pastures could be 
supplemented with other feed and cattle 
marketed at an earlier age. It is with this 
fourth point that the remainder of these 
comments will be concerned. 


In order to illustrate, a unit of land will 
be considered sufficiently large to maintain 
100 head of cattle. What should be the 
policy in marketing cattle of various ages 
in order to turn off the greatest number of 
pounds of beef annually? Suppose cattle 
of various ages are marketed up to and in- 
cluding 3-year olds.. Now assume that the 
calf crop is only 75 per cent and the calf 
crop is marketed each year. Under such 
a system 100 cows could be kept on the 
land, as the calves would be marketed be- 
fore they were old enough to consume any 
considerable amount of feed. If 75 calves 
were sold averaging, say, 356 pounds, 26. 
250 pounds of beef could be marketed. If 
the policy were to sell yearlings, but 58 
cows with calves and 42 yearlings could be 
pastured on the unit. These 42 yearlings 
might weigh on the average about 550 
pounds and would total 23,100 pounds & 
beef per year; if twos were to be sold, but 
41 cows with their calves, 30 yearlings, 
and 29 twos could be kept. The twos would 
average about 700 pounds and total 20,300 
pounds of beef. Lastly, if threes were 


marketed 33 cows with their calves, 24 


yearlings, 23 twos and 22 threes could be 
run. The threes would average about 800 
pounds and total 17,600 pounds of beef.

The figures used here are average fig- 
ures. Many cattlemen can gr cattle 
weighing more than this, which is all more 
in favor of the younger cattle. The dis- 
cussion is furthermore from a feeded basis 
rather than fat cattle. Such a system as 
this means a quicker turnover on invest- 
ed capital, a thing which is much needed 
in the live stock business.

PEAR GROWERS ARE 
FIGHTING BLIGHT 


LITTLE ROCK.—The Antelope Valley 
pear crop is considered to be about 75 per 
cent normal with the heaviest set in the 
so-called pear belt near the foot-hills. Since 
there is a shortage of water this year the 
of fruit is probably as much as the 
trees should have, as a heavier crop might 
not size satisfactorily. 


Climatic conditions were not so favor- 
able this spring for cross-pollination to 
take place, and there is less fruit cross- 
pollinized than last year. However, con- 
ditions seemed to favor the setting of fruit 
without cross-pollination. There is still 
danger of drop of fruit, especially if there 
should be some severe winds. Since there 
is a considerable acreage of young trees 
coming into bearing this year it is expected 
that the total crop will be greater than 
last year. Just as the other pear sec- 
tions of California, pear growers of the An- 
telope Valley are now busy fighting blight. 
It appeared during the early part of the sea- 
son that this disease was not severe, but 
as the season progressed the blight in- 
gor in its spread.

ABSORPTION OF FOOD’ 


Again the root hairs may be injured 
quite easily by improper fertilization. These 
root hairs have a very thin wall, and are 
filled largely with sap, but lined with a 
membrane of all living material called pro 
toplasm. All substance in solution must 
pass through this protoplasmic lining, just 
within the cell wall which exhibits a pe 
culiar power known as selective absorption. 
This means that only substances needed are 
permitted to enter the root. Those not re 
quired by the plant or those which might 
be injurious to it are largely denied en- 
trance by this living fitter. Once within the 
membrane, too, they are not permitted to 
pass out through the same membrane, but 
enter the conductive issue of the root and 
eventually, the upper part of the plant. 


Up to a certain point, then, it makes 
little difference how much of the elements 
of fertility are in the soil, as the plant will 
absorb about the same amounts of each, or

It was thought in the early days of the 
pear industry of this valley that blight 
would never be a problem on account of the 
dry atmosphere, but three years of rather 
heavy blight infections have shown that 
pear growers do have this problem to con- 
tend with. However, the severity of the 
blight is not as great as in other pear sec- 
tions of California, and therefore the prob- 
lem of control is not so difficult. 

At a pear blight control demonstration 
held this spring by the Los Angeles County 
Farm Bureau, Assistant Farm Adviser V. 
F. Blanchard made the statement that pear 
blight disease is spread throughout the 
orchards from previous infections and that 
infections of recent years have become 
numerous because the. disease was not ap- 
preciated as to its possible injury and was 
not controlled. 

A recent examination of pear orchards 
of this and the Palmdale districts in regard 
to pear leaf blister-mite infestations indi- 
cates that groves which were sprayed dur- 
ing fall months have a good commercial 
control and that orchards which were not 
‘sprayed at all or were sprayed in the spring 
have a severe infestation. For two years 
the Agricultural Extension Service for Los 
Angeles county with the co-operation of M. 
W. Dula of the Sheldon-Lancaster Ranch 
here conducted careful tests during the fall 
and spring months with various spray ma- 
terials and found that the most effective 
control is with either lime-sulphur or barium 
|tetrasulfide applied in the fall of the year. 
The standard method of contro: as prac- 
ticed,in the past was to spray in the spring 
just as the buds were opening. Unsatis- 
factory results were invariably secured 
with the spring spray, and growers were 
undecided whether it really paid to spray. 
The results secured from these tests will 
save the pear growers of the Antelope Val- 
ley many thousands of dollars as the fruit 
marred by blister mite is practically useless.

When the application of a large quantity 


um nitrate is made to a plant the concen- 
tration of the soil solution become greater 
than that of the sap within the root hair, 
water is drawn from the root hair by the 
force known as osmosis, and the root hair 
collapses. and disappears. This cuts off 
the absorptive area of the plant aad pre 
vents its reformation until such @ time as 
the balance between the soil solution and 
the cell sap is again re-established and the 
root hairs can again grow. In the mean- 
time, the plant may even die from lack of 
food or, as is more likely, from a deficiency 
of water, even though ample quantities of 
both are in the soil. Confusing and sur- 
prising results from the application of fer- 
tilizers no doubt often occur through is 


food absorption by plants. Knowing the 
danger, it is easy to apply smaller, safe 
quantities of these quick-acting substances 
in several applications rather than a dan- 
gerous amount all at one time. 

The fact that all the food elements of 
the soil must enter the plant in solution is 
of utmost importance as related to the 
whole problem of soil fertility. The ma- 
terials must be of such a form that they 
will be rendered soluble at about the rate 


as seen 


of a quickly soluble fertilizer, such as sodi- 


norance of these elementary principles of 


bee keepers. Mr. Johnson has been in 
the bee business for over twenty years. 
In 1901, he incorporated as the California 
Honey Company and has been actively en- 
gaged in bee culture since. 

“Newcomers to California interested in 
bee culture imagine that there is “easy 
money in setting up a few stands of bees 
and letting them coin money while the 
owner rests. I have had many approach 
me in the past few months and offer to 
sell me their equipment for just what it 
cost them. They were inexperienced and 
went into the bee business on a venture. 

“This year I have 1200 hives, fine bees, 
well cared for, in flourishing condition, and 
in ordinary years I would take off from 
twenty to thirty tons of honey, which 1 
wholesale by the carload. Recently I had 
an order for twenty tons and could not 
fill it because of the scarcity of honey 
caused by the lack of feed. This dry year 
will cause me to lose about 50 per cent of 
my bees and there will be a scarcity of 
honey for the coming year, and it does 
not pay to feed over. Two years ago I 
took off forty tons of honey and probably 
would nearly reach that mark this year if 
there were a profusion of the usual moun- 
tain flowers.” 

Mr. Johnson has his 1200 stands af 
bees in locations from San Fernando to 
Owensmouth in fifteen different locations. 


CUTWORMS ACTIVE 


Complaints are being received by the 
County Horticultural Commissioner's office 
of damage done by cutworms in various 
portions of Los Angeles County. indica- 
tions are that this pest promises to be some- 
what abundant during the present season, 
especially on truck crops. Poisoned bran. 
bait is recommended as the most efficient 
means of controlling the worms. A stand- 
ard formula for the purpose consists of: 
Bran, 25 pounds; white. arsenic, 1 pound; 
molasses (cheap blackstrap) 2 quarts. The 
bran and arsenic are mixed together dry 
and the molasses, diluted with water suf- 
ficiently to facilitate mixing, is then added. 
Enough more water is added to produce a 
crumbly mash. The bait shoul] be sowed 
thinly around infested plants and places 
as a barrier between the infested and un- 
infested portions of the field. Some authorti- 
ties consider that the addition citrus fruit 
or amgl acetate increase the attractiveness 
of the bait. If citrus fruit is used, six 
lemons or oranges are chopped thoroughly 
and included in the formula given above. 
If amy! acetate is substituted for the citrus 
fruit, it is added at the rate of three-fourths 
fluid ounce to each 25 pounds of bran.

Berylwood Ida Johanna Princess, 
out of Ida 
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NE of the first fruits introduced into 
O California by the Franciscan fathers, 

but one which proved to be far from 
first in importance, was the white sapota, 
or, as it is known botanically, Casimiroa 
edulis. One of the original trees is still 
standing on De la Guerra street in Santa 
Barbara, well over a century old. 

The spread of the fruit since its early 
introduction, however, has been slow. 

The tree is indigenous to the highlands 
of Mexico and Central America, preferring 
the higher, cooler regions rather than the 
torrid, humid belts of heavy rainfall. It 
has proved adaptable generally throughout 
Southern California, enduring considerable 
frost, and will grow with a fairly limited 
amount of moisture, having done best, how- 
ever, where regular and liberal applica- 
tions of water. have been made. 

Among the natives in Mexico the fruit is 
very popular. The pulp is soft and very 
sweet, but is often tinged with a slight 
bitterness. It lacks the pleasant acid taste 
that gives Character and quality to the fruits 
most appreciated by the American palate. 
In shape, the fruit resembles somewhat a 
small to medium sized quince, its smooth, 
thin skin being usually green to yellowish 
green in color, some trees producing fruit 
with a dash of bright orange or yellow on 
the cheek. Because of the thin tender 
skin, shipment is not passible except for 
short distances. The ripening season varies 
considerably in Southern California, some 
trees maturing their fruits in the fall and 
others in the spring, while some have ma- 
ture fruit, half-ripe fruit and blossoms at 
the same time, scattering the ripened fruit 
along over many months. The seeds are 
fairly large and vary from one to six in 
number, several usually failing to develop. 
One medium-sized seedless variety has ap- 
peared and is now being propagated by 
budding. 

The flowers are small, borne in clusters 
and are inconspicuous. The tree is ever- 
green, a member of the family Rutaceae, to 
which the citrus fruits belong. The leaves 
are palmate in shape and dark green in 
color. As an ornamental, the tree is being 
used in many plantings. A number of 
large specimens are scattered throughout 
Southern California. These were dis- 
tributed mainly through the efforts of Dr. 
Franceschi (Fenzi,) formerly of Santa Bar- 
bara, who took a great interest in the sa- 
pota and along about 1895 sent out a num- 
ber of trees for trial. 

One of the old trees planted by him 
stands behind the old Catholic church on 
State street, Santa Barbara. Two splendid 
specimens stood until recently in Sierra 
Madre at the base of the mountains, but 
both fell victims to building operations. 
These two trees have given an excellent 
idea of what this fruit tree will withstand 
when grown without irrigation. They were 
planted on sloping ground in light, decom- 
posed granite soil, receiving no moisture ex- 
cept during the rainy season. They pro- 
duced large crops annually up until the 
time they were cut down. Another old tree 
is fruiting on the Maechtlen place at Co 
vina, budded stock of this parent tree be- 
ing now offered by nurserymen. Several 
trees are fruiting on the Spinks place at

years of age. When planted for their fruit. 
budded trees are to be recommended above 
seediings. The most common varieties now 
available are Maechtlen, Galloway, Harvey, 
Coleman and Chapman. Propagation by 
budding is not difficult. The ordinary shield 
bud is used, a bud about one and a half 
inches long being cut from fairly well ma- 
turéd bu ,oung wood. Budding is usually 
done du ig the spring and summer months. 

Few sect enemies of a serious nature 
have appeared on the trees so far. The 
ordinary black scale is fond of the tree, 
especially nursery stock, but the ordinary 
soap and emulsion sprays have controlled 
it so far. No special pruning except that re- 
quired for shaping has been given. Thin- 
ning the fruit in seasons of heavy crops 
would undoubtedly increase the size ma 
terially. 

The white sapota has many friends but 
there are also not a few who are hardly 
friendly in their opinions as to its value. 
It is eaten fresh and whether ft is well 
liked or not a great deal depends upon the 
condition of the fruit when picked. It will 
ripen up if picked while still firm, some 
time before its normal ripening date, but 
in common with most fruits it is best when 
allowed to ripen on the tree, thus securing 
its maximum sugar: content. Many seed- 
lings produce fruit with a decidedly bitter 
flavor and these have prejudiced many 
against it. The best sorts are free from bit- 
terness and have a rather rich, though 
somewhat cloying, favor which is much ap- 
preciated by those who are used to the e 
heavy sweet fruits of the tropics rather 
than the more acid fruits of temperate re- 

Served with cream, it makes a very 
delicious dessert dish. 

Despite the sanguine hopes of some sul- 
tropical fruit enthusiasts, it is difficult to 
see where the white sapota will ever figure 
as a commercial crop in Southern Cali- 
fornia. For the grower who has room, it is 
a worthy addition to a collection of fruit- 
Its graceful form gives it a real 
usefulness in landscape effects. It is des-

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N DISCUSSING his problems at 

cent meeting of Los Angeles county 

truck growers, one of the leading veg- 
etable producers of San Fernando Valley 
told of losing a considerable sum on a crop 
of spinach simply because he did not know 
how to bunch it properly for market. The 
spinach had been grown for the cannery, 
but for some reason it could not be dis- 
posed of in this manner so the grower 
planned to send it to the Los Angeles 
market. He hired Mexican laborers to 
bunch the stuff, but said that the result was 
a sorry mess which would not sell in com- 
petition with the same product brought in 
by Japanese gardeners. 

Oriental gardeners have controlled the 
“bunch goods” industry in Southern Cali 
fornia for many years, sv it is not sur- 
prising that handling this sort of produce 
has become a lost art with all other vege- 
table growers. White men have given up 
the production of bunched vegetables for 
the Los Angeles markets and even the best 
methods of growing root stuff and greens 
are no longer practiéed by them. 

Aut in view of the future prospects of the 
industry, it might be well for more grow- 
ers to give attention to the production of 
bunch goods for the local market. It is 
true that they require a great deal of hard 
labor, but the returns, on an average, are 
better than those received for any other 
vegetable-growing activity. Some of the 
operations in handling these crops can be 
simplified with the use of lalor-saving 
machinery, though there will always be 
more or less hand work necessary, chiefly 
in preparing the vegetables for market. A 
knowledge of this work, however, means 
the difference between profit and loss and 
it is for this reason that the following in- 
formation is given. 

The secret in preparing bunch stuff for 
market properly lies in the “tie” used in 
bunching. The ordinary knet will not do; 
it slows down the operation, cannot be 
made tight enough and will loosen before 
the bunch is on the retailer's stand. For 
years, the Japanese have used what is 
known as the “Jap tie,“ a simple yet fast 
and efficient method of tying banch stuff. 
They use raffia, a grass string in tying. 
as it does not cut the leaves like some 
twines, and is cheaper when carefully used. 
The writer learned this method of tying

There are other factors to be consid>red 
in handling bunch stuff for market, how- 
ever, the most important of which is clean- 
ing, the vegetables of all dead and yellow 
leaves before they are tied. Care should

be taken that no defective roots or damage: 
leaves are included in the bunch, and clos« 
watch should be kept for pest injury. Wash 
ing after bunching is practiced with mos 
vegetables, although some gardeners hav 
ing sandy land do not always have to do 
this. There is always a difference of opin. 
ion concerning washing root stuff. Some 
growers and buyers believe that roots wil! 
stay fresh longer without washing, while 
others do not, and wash all bunch goods 
carefully. This problem is largely decided 
by the market. 

The United States Department of Agri. 
culture has issued standard grades for 
bunched carrots, turnips and beets and 
these have lately been adopted by the Cal. 
fornia Department of Agriculture, through 
its Bureau of Standardization, and can be 
obtained by addressing the latter office. 
These grades, however, do not specify how 
many roots should comprise a bunch of 
turnips, carrots, or beets, and are there- 
fore too elastic to do much good in regu- 
lating one of the chief problems of the 
bunched vegetable buyer. The grades do 
regulate 
and their size, however. and defined the 
various terms used in grading. 

Bunched goods are taken to market in 
field crates, packed loosely. In packing 
these crates, several layers of a dozen 
bunches each are made, the roots extend 
ing outward with the first layer and in 
with the next and so on until the crate ts 
filled. They should not be packed in too 
tight or left in the crates too long because 
the leaves will “heat” and turn yellow. 

For those who are favorably situated for 
growing root stuff and greens, the activity 
offers a good opportunity for profitable re. 
turns. The Los Angeles markets, or other 
large markets are not the only outlets: in 
many instances grocers and vegetable 
stands are anxious to secure fresh vege- 
tables direct from the grower and pay well 
for them. As with every other crop, it 
pays to locate a market before planting. 
then to pay a great deal of attention tuo 
the proper handling of the vegetables be. 
fore they are put up for sale. The use of 
the Jap tie will augment all other efforts 
to put out good bunch stuff.
